wiitre  it  secures  agitation  throujihont  its  entire  Icnuth. 

As  will  be  observed,  <nir  straw  deck  gets  its  nioliuM  fnim  a  revolving  crank,  which  ex- 
perienced men,  after^using  and  tcstin,<r  vaiions  otiicr  devices,  admit  to  lie  the  best  method  of 
operatintr  a'sepnratinf:  deck. 

Owingf  to  this  motion,  >ecnred  only  by  a  revolvincr  crank,  the  straw  is  struck  by  the 
deck,  and  appears  in  th.e  nature  uf  a  lijow  In  tlie  straw  from  beneath,  tlins  forcing  the  straw 
upward  and  backward  witli  the  I'ach  nio\eineiit  of  tlu'  deck  until  the  rear  end  is  reached. 

This  deck  lins  a  .series  of  iDrks  for  openii!!,'aiid  aniiatiiig  the  straw,  while  the  slat  work 
is  so  .spaced  to  leave  amjile  room  foi  the  Lrr.iin  aid  rh  itl'  to  pass  thrcamh  to  the  trrain  dei  k 
below. 

The  Straw,  in  p:i-«inj,'  fvon,  the  dc-k  t>'!lu-  afici  rake  has  .-i  fail  iipwanis  of  fifteen 
inches,  allowing  any  grain  that  may  yet  remain  in  tlic  straw  (o  drop  out.  Tiie  speed  of  tlie 
after-rake  being  greater  than  the  motion  of  the  straw  on  the  deck,  a  certain  "  pulliiiLT  apart  " 
process  takes  place,  making  il  inipo.ssii)le  for   grain    to  pass  tiirouu-j;  the  machine  with   the
